n^HIS  BOOK  is  a  compilation;  its  materials  being 
-L  drawn  from  service  books  in  use  in  the  Church  of 
Scotland,  the  Church  of  England,  the  Huguenot 
Church  of  Charleston,  S.  C,  and  from  other  sources. 

Some  such  thoughts  as  these  have  seemed  to  make 
it  worth  while  to  prepare  it. 

I  wish  to  submit  some  models  of  public  prayer  which 
are  direct,  simple,  scriptural  and  devotional.  Many 
spoken  prayers  are  indirect,  obscure,  unscriptural  and 
undevotional.  It  does  not  at  all  follow  that  such  so- 
called  prayers  create  or  suggest  true  devotion  in  those 
who  are  expected  to  join  in  them,  because  the  speaker 
is  warmed  into  a  glow  of  intellectual  fervor  in  making 
them. 

Tn  places  where  there  are  no  churches,  and  where, 
fc-.;ept  perhaps  in  a  Sundaj^-School,  there  are  no  public 
religious  services,  a  Superintendent  of  a  Sunday-School, 
or  any  other  person,  can,  -with  these  forms,  maintain 
public  services  without  the  necessity  for  extempore 
prajrers,  from  which  many  good  people  shrink  or  refrain. 
There  is,  however,  a  place  for  special  or  extempore 
prayers  in  every  service.  A  young  preacher,  who  has 
spent  more  time  in  learning  how  to  make  sermons  than 
in  learning  how  to  oiFer  prayers  in  appropriate  language, 
may  be  aided  in  his  pulpit  ministrations  by  the  use  of 
these  prayers,  to  which  he  may  add  others  of  his  own 
composing,  written  and  read,  or  spoken  from  memory  or 
ext  jmpore. 
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PREFACE. 

"  It  cannot  hut  appear  strange  that,  while  sermons  are 
composed  with  so  much  care  and  pains,  we  should  leave 
our  prayers  altogether  to  the  impulse  of  the  moment;  as 
if  it  were  more  needful  that  our  sx)eeches  to  our  fellow- 
men  should  he  well  ordered  than  our  addresses  to  God. 
In  every  point  of  view,  extempore  preaching  is  far  more 
natural  and  hecoming  than  extempore  prayer,  hecausc 
any  want  of  order,  py-opriety  or  solemnity,  which  is  so 
difficult  to  he  altogether  avoided  in  unpremeditated 
speech,  is  far  less  offensive  in  a  discourse  to  our  fellow- 
mortals,  than  in  those  solemn  appeals  which  we  present 
in  their  name  and  our  own  to  the  Father  of  our  spirits.^  ^ 

In  every  Sunda^^  service  in  this  book  there  is  a  place 
for  a  selection  from  the  Psalms  or  other  Scriptures,  to  be 
read  alternately  by  the  minister  and  congregation.  This 
will  give  variety  to  the  services,  which  is  so  much 
desired  by  many  persons,  and  will  soon  make  a  congrega- 
tion familiar  with  these  devotional  parts  of  the  Scrip- 
tures. When  we  consider  that  many  Sunday-Schools  of 
non-liturgical  churches  are  now  using  introductory  and 
closing  exercises,  largely  responsive,  the  tendency  of 
which  is  to  create  a  taste  for  a  church  service  in  M'liich 
they  can  take  som«  part  besides  singing,  is  it  not  well  to 
provide  suitable  forms  for  them  ? 

I  have  thought  it  well,  therefore,  to  submit  some 
forms  of  Responsive  Services,  in  the  belief  that  there 
is  an  increasing  desire  to  have  public  worship  so  ordered 
that  the  people  may  have  a  larger  part  in  it. 

If  this  book  shall  contribute  to  the  more  dignified  and 
orderly  worship  of  God  ;  or  shall  induce  some  layman  to 
hold  public  services  where  there  is  no  church  nor  min- 
ister ;  or  shall  lead  some  man  or  men  to  make  a  better 
book — the  writer  will  be  devoutly  thankful.

meekness ;  in  purity  and  temperance ;  in  fortitude, 
patience  and  resignation  ;  that  we  may  be  indeed 
followers  of  Christ  in  all  the  steps  of  his  blessed 
and  holy  life;  and  may  walk  worthy  of  our  high 
calling ;  through  him  who  is  our  Redeemer  and 
Lord,  and  who  suffered  for  us  in  the  flesh,  leav- 
ing us  an  example  that  we  should  follow  his 
steps.

And  Jesus  gave  command  to  his  disciples,  say- 
ing.

1  have  received  of  the  Lord  that  which  also  I 
delivered  unto  you,  that  the  Lord  Jesus,  the  same 
night  in  which  he  was  betrayed,  took  bread :  and 
when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  brake  it,  and  said. 
Take,  eat ;  this  is  my  body,  which  is  broken  for 
you :  this  do  in  remembrance  of  me.     After  the 
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same  manner  also  he  took  the  cup,  when  he  had 
supped,  saying,  This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in 
my  blood :  this  do  ye  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  re- 
membrance of  me.  For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this 
bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do  show  the  Lord's 
death  till  he  come.  Wherefore  whosoever  shall 
eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup  of  the  Lord, 
unworthily,  shall  be  guilty  of  the  body  and  blood 
of  the  Lord.  But  let  a  man  examine  himself,  and 
so  let  him  eat  of  that  bread,  and  drink  of  that  cup. 
For  he  that  eateth  and  drinketh  unworthily,  eateth 
and  drinketh  condemnation  to  himself,  not  dis- 
cerning the  Lord's  body. 

You  have  now  heard  in  what  manner  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  instituted  the  Holy  Supper;  and 
with  what  purity  and  reverence  it  should  be  cele- 
brated, even  unto  the  end  of  the  world,  by  all 
believers. 

We  learn  from  Holy  Scripture,  that  none  but 
true  Christians  should  come  thereunto,  and  that 
all  such  as  are  not  of  the  number  of  the  faithful 
are  unworthy  to  be  partakers  thereof. 

As  for  you,  Christian  brethren,  who  come  to 
this  holy  communion,  you  ought  carefully  to  con- 
sider what  you  are  about  to  do,  lest  you  eat  of 
this  bread  and  drink  of  this  cup  unworthily. 

Judge  ye  yourselves,  and  ye  shall  not  be  judged 
of  the  Lord.  And  in  all  things,  wherein  ye  know 
that  ye  have  offended  him,  whether  in  word  or  in 
deed,  in  thought  or  in  will,  make  confession  thereof 
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with  a  humble  reliance  upon  his  mercy,  and  a  true 
desire  to  live,  henceforth,  a  righteous  and  godly 
life.

We  beseech  thee,  of  thy  goodness,  to  succor  all 
persons  who,  during  this  transitory  life,  are  in 
trouble,  sorrow,  need,  sickness,  or  any  other  ad- 
versity. 

And,  O  Lord !  we  pray  for  all  this  congregation, 
for  all  thy  servants  who  desire  to  be  partakers  at 
thy  table,  and  for  all  who  show  forth  the  death 
of  their  Saviour,  and  wait  for  his  glorious  coming ; 
that  through  the  communion  in  the  death  of  thy 
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Son,  and  through  the  efficacy  of  the  precious  blood 
which  he  shed  upon  the  cross,  we  may  be  delivered 
from  the  WTath  to  come,  and  be  found  worthy  to. 
be  received,  with  all  thine  elect,  into  the  glory  of 
thy  kingdom. 

Hear  us,  0  God,  our  Father !  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ,  our  Saviour  and  Intercessor,  who 
hath  taught  us  thus  to  pray : 

Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be 
thy  name,  etc. 

Almighty  God  !  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
before  whom  we  now  come  to  partake  of  the  sac- 
rament of  the  death  of  thy  Son,  graciously  hear 
the  confession  of  our  sins.  We  acknowledge,  O 
Lord,  our  unworthiness  ;  we  deplore  the  enormity 
and  number  of  the  sins  which  we  have  committed 
against  thee ;  and  we  do  not  presume  to  come  to 
thy  holy  sacrament,  trusting  in  our  own  right- 
eousness, but  in  thy  great  compassion.  Have 
mercy  upon  us,  O  merciful  Father!  have  mercy 
upon  us.  Pardon  us,  for  the  love  of  Jesus  Christ; 
and  give  us  grace  this  day,  so  to  receive  these 
sacred  mysteries  of  bread  and  wine,  that  being 
united  to  thy  holy  Son  through  faith,  we  may  live 
in  him  and  he  in  us.  We  beseech  thee  to  hear 
us,  for  the  sake  of  the  same  Jesus  Christ,  our 
Lord.     Amen. 

{T!he  minister  may  then  give  the  following  invitation:) 
You  who  are  sensible  of  your  lost  and  helpless 
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»tate  by  sin ;  who  depend  upon  the  atonement  of 
Christ  for  acceptance  with  God ;  who  are  in  sin- 
cere charity  with  all  your  neighbors ;  and  are  re- 
solved to  conform  your  lives  more  and  more  to 
the  commandments  of  God,  are  cordially  invited 
to  partake  of  the  holy  communion  of  the  body 
and  blood  of  our  Lord. 

Lei  us  pray. 

O  Lord,  we  thank  thee  for  the  ordinances  of 
thine  house,  and  for  the  institution  of  the  Lord's 
Supper.  Help  us  to  enter  into  its  divine  purpose, 
and  to  understand  its  spiritual  meaning. 

We  desire  to  be  one  with  the  Saviour.  Feed  us 
with  the  bread  which  came  down  from  heaven. 
Pour  the  spirit  of  Christ's  life  into  our  souls. 
Strengthen  our  minds  and  hearts  by  the  truth. 
Cleanse  our  consciences  from  guilt  and  sin  by  the 
blood  of  Jesus.  May  we  eat  and  drink  at  thy 
table,  as  thy  children,  in  fellowship  with  our  elder 
brother,  who  has  prepared  for  us  this  feast  of  re- 
demption. May  no  entertainment  be  so  grateful, 
no  communion  so  sweet,  as  the  Supper  of  the 
Lord,  the  intercourse  with  our  glorified  Redeemer 
through  the  breaking  of  bread,  and  the  participa- 
tion of  the  cup  offered  to  us  this  day. 

We  desire,  also,  to  be  one  with  Christ's  Church : 
to  be  members  of  that  mystical  body,  of  which  he 
is  the  head,  and  which  he  fills  with  a  life  like  his 
own.     May  we  cherish  the  love  which  suffereth 
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long  and  is  kind ;  which  beareth  all  things ;  be- 
lieveth  all  things ;  hopeth  all  things ;  endureth  all 
things.  Assist  us,  O  Lord,  to  understand  this  in- 
spired lesson,  so  closely  connected  with  the  fellow- 
ship of  Christianity,  in  which  we  this  day  engage. 
May  we  be  animated  and  guided  by  the  example 
of  our  blessed  Lord  in  our  endeavors  to  cultivate 
this  charity.  His  love  constrains  us  not  to  live 
to  ourselves.  Dispose  us,  we  beseech  thee,  to 
strive  after  a  life  of  pure  and  noble  self-sacrifice 
in  his  blessed  service. 

Bless  our  fellow-communicants.  May  they  be 
refreshed  by  the  spiritual  manifestation  of  Christ 
to  their  souls  ;  and  may  they  sit  down  with  us 
together  in  the  kingdom  of  God  when  time  shall 
be  no  more. 

Now,  0  Divine  Redeemer,  who  art  the  bread  of 
life  broken  for  us,  look  upon  us,  thy  disciples,  as 
we  are  gathered  at  this  table.  For  it  is  thy  table, 
and  we  are  thy  guests,  though  we  are  not  worthy 
to  eat  the  crumbs  that  fall  from  it.  "We  know 
that  thou  art  here,  though  we  cannot  see  thee  nor 
hear  thy  voice.  Thou  seest  us — thou  knowest  us 
all  by  name.  Make  thyself  known  to  us  in  the 
breaking  of  the  bread,  and  help  us  to  discern  the 
Lord's  body.  \Ye  would  thank  thee  for  the 
bread — we  bless  thee  for  it.  We  pray  that  our 
souls  may  feed  upon  it,  and  that  we  may  be  made 
strong  in  our  faith.

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AN  ORDER  FOR  THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF 
THE  LORD'S  SUPPER,  IN  THE  CHAMBER 
OF  THE  SICK. 


As  we  are  now  about  to  celebrate  the  Holy 
Communion  of  the  body  and  blood  of  Christ, 
let  us  consider  how  St.  Paul  exhorteth  all  persons 
to  examine  themselves  before  they  eat  of  that 
bread,  and  drink  of  that  cup.  For  the  benefit  is 
great,  if  with  a  truly  penitent  heart  and  lively 
faith  we  receive  this  holy  sacrament — for  then  we 
spiritually  eat  the  flesh  of  Christ,  and  drink  his 
blood ;  then  we  dwell  in  Christ  and  Christ  in  us, 
we  are  one  with  Christ  and  Christ  with  us. 

Let  us   examine  ourselves,  therefore,  to  know 
whether  we  truly  repent  of  our  sins,  and  whether, 
trusting  in  God's  mercy,  we  will  seek  our  whole* 
salvation  in  Jesus  Christ. 

If  we  have  this  testimony  in  our  hearts  before 
God,  our  sins  are  forgiven  through  the  perfect 
merits  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord ;  and  we  may  come 
to  his  holy  table. 

And  although  we  have  not  perfect  faith,  and 
do  not  serve  God  with  such  zeal  as  we  ought,  but 
have  daily  to  fight  against  the  lusts  of  our  fleshy 
yet  if,  by  God's  grace,  we  are  heartily  sorry  for 
these  weaknesses,  and  earnestly  desire  to  with- 
stand all  unbelief,  and  to  keep  all  his  command- 
ments, we  may  be  sure  our  remaining  sins  and 
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infirmities  do  not  prevent  us  from  being  received 
of  God  in  mercy,  and  so  made  worthy  partakers 
of  this  heavenly  food. 

For  we  come  not  to  this  Supper  as  righteous  in 
ourselves,  but  we  come  to  seek  our  life  in  Christ. 
Let  us,  then,  look  upon  this  sacrament  as  a  comfort 
for  those  who  are  sick,  and  consider  that  the 
worthiness  our  Lord  requireth  of  us  is,  that  we  be 
truly  sorry  for  our  sins,  and  find  our  joy  and  sal- 
vation in  him.  United  with  him  who  is  holy, 
even  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  we  are  accepted  of 
the  Father,  and  invited  to  partake  of  these  holy 
things  which  are  for  holy  persons. 

Let  us  attend  to  the  words  of  the  institution  of 
the  Holy  Supper  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  as 
they  are  delivered  by  the  Apostle  Paul:  "I  have 
received  of  the  Lord  that  which  also  I  delivered 
unto  you,  that  the  Lord  Jesus,  the  same  night  in 
which  he  was  betrayed,  took  bread :  and  when  he 
had  given  thanks,  he  brake  it,  and  said,  Take, 
eat ;  this  is  my  body,  which  is  broken  for  you : 
this  do  in  remembrance  of  me.  After  the  same 
manner  also  he  took  the  cup,  when  he  had 
supped,  saying.  This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in 
my  blood :  this  do  ye  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  re- 
membrance of  me.  For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this 
bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do  show  the  Lord's 
death  till  he  come." 

And  now,  that  we  may  fulfil  the  Saviour's  in- 
stitution with  righteousness  and  joy,  let  us,  in  eel- 
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ebrating  this  sacred  service,  follow  his  holy  exam- 
ple in  word  and  action. 

As  the  Lord  Jesus,  the  night  in  which  he  was 
betrayed,  took  bread,  we  take  these  elements  to 
be  set  apart  to  the  holy  use  and  mystery  for 
which  he  has  appointed  them,  and  as  he  gave 
thanks  and  blessed,  let  us  now  draw  near  to  the 
throne  of  grace,  and  present  to  God  our 
Prayers  and  thanksgivings. 

Almighty  and  eternal  God,  with  thy  holy 
church  throughout  all  the  world  we  believe  in 
thee  the  Father  Almighty,  Maker  of  heaven  and 
earth ;  and  in  Jesus  Christ  thine  only  Son  our 
Lord,  who  was  conceived  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  born 
of  the  Virgin  Mary,  suffered  under  Pontius  Pilate, 
was  crucified,  dead,  and  buried:  the  third  day  he 
rose  again  from  the  dead;  he  ascended  into 
heaven,  and  sitteth  on  the  right  hand  of  God  the 
Father  Almighty ;  from  thence  he  shall  come  to 
judge  the  quick  and  the  dead.  We  believe  in  the 
Holy  Ghost;  the  holy  catholic  church,  the  com- 
munion of  saints ;  the  forgiveness  of  sins ;  the 
resurrection  of  the  body ;  and  the  life  everlasting. 

Almighty  God,  our  heavenly  Father,  who  ad- 
mittest  thy  people  into  such  wonderful  com- 
munion, that  partaking  of  the  body  and  blood  of 
thy  dear  Son,  they  should  dwell  in  him,  and  he 
in  them ;  we  unworthy  sinners,  approaching  thy 
presence,  and  beholding  thy  glory,  do  abhor  our- 
selves, and  repent  in  dust  and  ashes.     We  have 
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grievously  sinned  against  thee  in  thought,  in 
word,  and  in  deed,  provoking  most  justly  thy 
wrath  and  indignation  against  us.  We  have 
broken  our  vows,  we  have  dishonored  thy  holy 
name,  and  are  unworthy  of  the  least  of  all  thy 
mercies. 

We  confess  that  we  are  not  worthy  that  thou 
shouldst  come  under  our  roof;  and  that  we  de- 
serve not  to  eat  of  the  crumbs  which  fall  from 
thy  table. 

Yet  now,  most  gracious  Father,  have  mercy 
upon  us ;  for  the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ  forgive  us 
all  our  sins ;  purify  us  from  all  uncleanness  in 
spirit  and  in  flesh :  enable  us  heartily  to  forgive 
otliers  as  we  beseech  thee  to  forgive  us ;  and  grant 
that  we  may  hereafter  serve  thee  in  newness  of 
life  to  the  glory  of  thy  holy  name. 

And  we  most  humbly  beseech  thee,  0  merciful 
Father,  to  vouchsafe  unto  us  thy  gracious  presence, 
as  we  now  make  that  memorial  of  his  most 
blessed  sacrifice  which  thy  Son  hath  commanded 
us  to  make :  and  to  bless  and  sanctify  with  thy 
Word  and  Spirit  these  thine  own  gifts  of  bread 
and  wine  which  we  set  before  thee ;  that  we,  re- 
ceiving them,  according  to  our  Saviour's  institu- 
tion, in  thankful  remembrance  of  his  death  and 
l)assion,  may,  through  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  be  made  partakers  of  his  body  and  blood, 
with  all  his  benefits,  to  our  salvation  and  the 
glory  of  thy  most  holy  name.     Amen. 
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Our  Father  who  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  thy 
name,  etc. 

According  to  the  holy  institution,  example, 
and  command  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  in 
remembrance  of  him,  we  do  this :  who  the  same 
night  in  which  he  was  betrayed,  took  bread : 

(Jlere  the  minister  shall  take  some  of  the  bread  into 
his  hands.) 

And  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  brake  it,

After  the  same  manner  also  he  took  the  cup, 

(Here  he  shall  take  the  cup  into  his  hand.) 
When  he  had  supped,  saying,  This  cup  is  the 
new  testament  in  my  blood :  this  do  ye,  as  oft  as 
ye  drink  it,  in  remembrance  of  me. 

(Here  the  cup  is  to  be  given.) 

The  peace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  us. 

Since  the  Lord  hath  now  fed  our  souls  at  his 
table,  let  us  praise  his  holy  name  with  thanks- 
giving, who  hath  not  spared  his  own  Son,  but 
delivered  him  for  us  all,  and  given  us  all  things 
with  him  ;  who  commendeth  his  love  toward  us, 
in  that,  while  we  were  yet  sinners,  Christ  died  for 
us;  much  more  then,  being  now  justified  by  his 
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blood,  we  shall  be  saved  from  wrath  through  him. 
For  if,  when  we  were  enemies,  we  were  reconciled 
to  God  by  the  death  of  his  Son ;  much  more, 
being  reconciled,  we  shall  be  saved  by  his  life. 
Let  us,  therefore,  show  forth  his  praise  from  this 
time  by  glorifying  God  in  our  bodies  and  in  our 
spirits,  which  are  his;  ever  walking  worthy  of 
his  grace,  and  of  our  high  calling  in  Christ  Jesus. 

Let  us  jpray. 

Almighty  and  everlasting  God,  we  most  heart- 
ily thank  thee  that  thou  hast  now  fed  us  with 
the  spiritual  food  of  the  most  precious  body  and 
blood  of  thy  Son,  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ; 
assuring  us  thereby  that  we  are  heirs  through 
hope,  of  thine  everlasting  kingdom. 

And  here  we  offer  and  present  ourselves,  our 
souls  and  bodies,  to  be  a  holy  and  living  sacrifice 
unto  thee,  which  is  our  reasonable  service;  be- 
seeching thee  that  we  who  have  partaken  of  this 
sacrament  may  continue  in  the  holy  fellowship 
and  communion  of  thy  saints  ;  in  faith,  charity, 
patience,  and  all  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit ;  and 
may  constantly  do  all  such  good  works  as  thou 
hast  prepared  for  us  to  walk  in. 

Comfort  and  succor,  we  beseech  thee,  all  thy 
people  who  are  in  trouble,  sorrow,  need,  sickness, 
or  any  other  adversity. 

Especially  we  commend  unto  thee  those  de- 
parting this   life:  be   present  to   them,    in  thy 
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mercy  and  thy  love,  in  that  last  hour  when  heart 
and  flesh  do  fail;  defend  them  against  the  as- 
saults of  the  devil,  and  give  them  such  patient 
hope  and  confidence  that  they  may  joyfully  com- 
mit their  spirits  to  thy  hands,  and  do  thou  re- 
ceive them  to  thy  rest. 

The  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the 
love  of  God,  and  the  communion  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  be  with  us  all.    Amen. 
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AN  ORDER  FOR  THE  CEREMONY  OF 
MARRIAGE. 


{The  minister  may  commence   the  service  with  the 
following  sentence ;) 

Our  help  is  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  who 
made  heaven  and  earth. 

{Then  the  minister  may  say:) 

God  our  Father,  having  created  heaven  and 
earth,  and  all  that  in  them  is,  made  man  in  his 
own  image,  and  gave  him  dominion  over  the 
beasts  of  the  field,  over  the  fish  of  the  sea,  over 
the  fowl  of  the  air,  and  over  every  living  thing 
that  moveth  upon  the  earth.  And  after  he  had 
created  man,  God  said,  It  is  not  good  that  the 
man  should  be  alone :  I  will  make  him  an  help- 
meet for  him.  And  the  Lord  God  made  woman, 
bone  of  his  bone,  and  flesh  of  his  flesh,  signi- 
fying thereby  that  they  two  were  one. 

Wherefore,  our  blessed  Lord,  when  the  Phari- 
sees came  unto  him,  tempting  him,  and  saying 
unto  him,  Is  it  lawful  for  a  man  to  put  away  his 
wife  for  every  cause?  answered  and  said  unto 
them :  Have  ye  not  read,  that  he  which  made 
them  at  the  beginning,  made  them  male  and 
female,  and  said.  For  this  cause  shall  a  man 
leave  father  and  mother,  and  shall  cleave  to  his 
wife;  and  they  twain  shall  be  one  flesh?  So 
then  the}^  are  no  more  twain,  but  one   flesh. 
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What,  therefore,  God  hath  joined  together,  let  no 
man  put  asunder. 

And  the  Apostle  Paul,  who  commendeth  mar- 
riage as  honorable  in  all,  saith  :  So  ought  men  to 
love  their  wives  as  their  own  bodies ;  he  that 
loveth  his  wife,  loveth  himself.  For  no  man  ever 
3^et  hated  his  own  flesh,  but  nourisheth  and 
cherisheth  it.  Likewise,  let  the  wife  see  that  she 
reverence  her  husband,  as  it  is  fit  in  the  Lord. 

Seeing,  then,  that  this  holy  covenant  of  matri- 
mony, which  God  hath  ordained,  is  of  such 
authority  and  obligation,  it  is  not  to  be  entered 
into  unadvisedly  or  lightly ;  but  reverently,  dis- 
creetly and  soberly,  in  the  fear  of  God,  and  with 
holy  purpose  to  live  therein  in  all  purity,  accord- 
ing to  his  will. 

{Addressing  the  persons  to  he  married,  the  minuter 
may  say:) 

Are  you  willing  to  enter  into  the  holy  state  of 
matrimony,  which  God  hath  instituted,  to  live 
together  therein,  according  to  his  command- 
ments ? 

(They  shall  answer:) 

We  are. 

And  do  you  desire  to  make  known  here,  before 
God  and  this  company,  this  your  purpose  ? 

(They  shall  answer:) 
We  do. 

{Then  the  minister  may  say :) 
God  confirm  and  bless  your  purpose. 
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Lei  us  pray.

promise  to  love,  honor  and  protect  her ;  to  main- 
tain, comfort  and  cherish  her,  in  health  and  in 
sickness,  in  joy  and  in  sorrow,  in  prosperity  and 
in  adversity ;  to  lead  a  holy  life  with  her,  being 
faithful  unto  her  in  all  things  until  death  do  you 
part,  as  is  the  duty  of  a  good  husband,  according 
to  the  word  of  God  ? 

Ansicer. — I  do. 

(The  minister  may  then  say  to  the  woman ;) 

,  Do  you  also  acknowledge  here,  before

And  the  Lord  struck  the  child,  ....  and  it 
was  very  sick.  David  therefore  besought  God  for 
the  child  ;  and  David  fasted,  and  went  in  and  lay- 
all  night  upon  the  earth.  And  the  elders  of  his 
house  arose,  and  went  to  him  to  raise  him  up 
from  the  earth :  but  he  would  not,  neither  did  he 
eat  bread  with  them.  And  it  came  to  pass,  on 
the  seventh  day,  that  the  child  died.  And  the 
servants  of  David  feared  to  tell  him  that  the 
child  was  dead ;  for  they  said.  Behold,  while  the 
child  was  yet  alive,  we  spake  unto  him,  and  he 
would  not  hearken  unto  our  voice ;  how  will  he 
then  vex  himself,  if  we  tell  him  that  the  child  is 
dead?  But  when  David  saw  that  his  servants 
whispered,  David  perceived  that  the  child  was 
dead ;  therefore  David  said  unto  his  servants.  Is 
the  child  dead?  And  they  said.  He  is  dead. 
Then  David  arose  from  the  earth,  and  washed, 
and  anointed  himself,  and  changed  his  apparel, 
and  came  into  the  house  of  the  Lord,  and  wor- 
shipped; then  he  came  to  his  own  house;  and 
when  he  required,  they  set  bread  before  him, 
and  he  did  eat.  Then  said  his  servants  unto 
him.

I  thank  thee,  0  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and 
earth,  because  thou  hast  hid  these  things  from 
the  wise  and  prudent,  and  hast  revealed  them 
unto  babes ;  even  so,  Father,  for  so  it  seemed 
good  in  thy  sight 

We  have  not  an  High  Priest  which  cannot  be 
touched  with  the  feeling  of  our  infirmities ;  but 
was  in  all  points  tempted  like  as  we  are,  yet 
without  sin.  Let  us,  therefore,  come  boldly  unto 
the  throne  of  grace,  that  we  may  obtain  mercy, 
and  find  grace  to  help  in  time  of  need

( TUe  ministei'  may  recite  the  folloiving  introductory 
sentences ;) 

Man  that  is  born  of  a  woman  is  of  few  days, 
and  full  of  trouble.  He  cometh  forth  like  a 
flower,  and  is  cut  down:  he  fleeth  also  as  a 
shadow,  and  continueth  not. 

Man  dieth  and  wasteth  away :  yea,  man  giveth 
up  the  ghost,  and  where  is  he  ? 

I  am  the  Resurrection  and  the  Life,  saith  the 
Lord ;  he  that  believeth  in  me,  though  he  were 
dead,  yet  shall  he  live  :  and  whosoever  liveth  and 
believeth  in  me  shall  never  die. 

(Then  may  be  said  or  snng  this  Psalm:) 

Lord,  thou  hast  been  our  dwelling-place  in  all 
generations. 

Before  the  mountains  were  brought  forth,  or 
ever  thou  hadst  formed  the  earth  and  the  world, 
even  from  everlasting  to  everlasting  thou  art  God. 

Thou  turnest  man  to  destruction ;  and  say  est, 
Return,  ye  children  of  men. 

For  a  thousand  years  in  thy  sight  are  but  as 
yesterday  when  it  is  past,  and  as  a  watch  in  the 
night. 

Thou  carriest  them  away  as  with  a  flood ;  they 
are  as  a  sleep :  in  the  morning  they  are  like  grass 
which  groweth  up. 
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In  the  morning  it  flourisheth  and  groweth  up ; 
in  the  evening  it  is  cut  down  and  withereth. 

The  days  of  our  years  are  threescore  years  and 
ten ;  and  if  by  reason  of  strength  they  be  four- 
score years,  yet  is  their  strength  labor  and  sorrow, 
for  it  is  soon  cut  off,  and  we  fly  away. 

So  teach  us  to  number  our  days,  that  we  may 
apply  our  hearts  unto  wisdom. 

{Or  this  {) 

Lord,  make  me  to  know  mine  end,  and  the 
measure  of  my  days,  what  it  is ;  that  I  may  know 
how  frail  I  am. 

Behold,  thou  hast  made  my  days  as  an  hand- 
breadth,  and  mine  age  is  as  nothing  before  thee ; 
verily  every  man  at  his  best  state  is  altogether 
vanity. 

Surely  every  man  walketh  in  a  vain  show; 
surely  they  are  disquieted  in  vain  ;  he  heapeth  up 
riches,  and  knoweth  not  who  shall  gather  them. 

And  now,  Lord,  what  wait  I  for  ?  my  hope  is  in 
thee. 

Deliver  me  from  all  my  transgressions ;  and 
make  me  not  the  reproach  of  the  foolish. 

I  was  dumb,  I  opened  not  my  mouth ;  because 
thou  didst  it. 

When  thou  w^ith  rebukes  dost  correct  man  for 
iniquity,  thou  makest  his  beauty  to  consume  away 
like  a  moth ;  surely  every  man  is  vanity. 

Hear  my  prayer,  0  Lord,  and  give  ear  unto  my 
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cry ;  hold  not  thy  peace  at  my  tears ;  for  I  am  a 
stranger  with  thee,  and  a  sojourner,  as  all  my 
fathers  were. 

(After  ivhich  may  folloio  this  lesson ;) 

But  I  would  not  have  you  to  be  ignorant, 
brethren,  concerning  them  which  are  asleep,  that 
ye  sorrow  not,  even  as  others  which  have  no  hope. 
For  if  we  believe  that  Jesus  died  and  rose  again, 
even  so  them  also  which  sleep  in  Jesus  will  God 
bring  with  him.  For  this  we  say  unto  you,  by 
the  word  of  the  Lord,  that  we  which  are  alive 
and  remain  until  the  coming  of  the  Lord,  shall 
not  prevent  them  which  are  asleep.  For  the  Lord 
himself  shall  descend  from  heaven  with  a  shout, 
with  the  voice  of  the  archangel,  and  with  the 
trump  of  God ;  and  the  dead  in  Christ  shall  rise 
first.  Then  we,  which  are  alive  and  remain,  shall 
be  caught  up  together  with  them  in  the  clouds,  to 
meet  the  Lord  in  the  air ;  and  so  shall  we  ever  be 
with  the  Lord.  Wherefore  comfort  one  another 
with  these  words. 

{Then  may  follow  any  of  these  or  other  prayers.)  . 

Let  us  pray. 

We  humble  ourselves,  O  Lord  God,  before  thy 

Divine    Majesty,    acknowledging    that    we    are 

guilty  in  thy  sight ;  for  we  have  sinned  and  done 

wickedly ;  and  the  wages  of  sin  is  death. 

But  we  thank  and  praise  thee,  that  of  thine

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unsj^eakable  compassion  and  grace,  thou  hast 
sent  thy  well-beloved  Son  into  the  world,  to  re- 
deem and  deliver  us,  that  we,  who  by  our  sins 
lay  in  death,  might  be  made  heirs,  according  to 
the  hope  of  everlasting  life;  that  as  sin  hath 
reigned  unto  death,  so  might  grace  reign  through 
righteousness  unto  eternal  life,  by  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.  ' 

Almighty  and  everlasting  God,  who  sendest 
forth  thy  Spirit  and  we  are  created,  and  who 
takest  away  our  breath  and  we  die  and  return  to 
the  dust,  we  bow  in  reverence  before  thine  in- 
scrutable providence ;  remembering  that  thou, 
who  orderest  all  things  according  to  thine  own 
will  in  heaven  and  earth,  art  also  our  merciful 
and  loving  Father,  who  dost  not  willingly  afflict 
or  grieve  the  children  of  men,  but  dost  correct  us, 
that  we  may  be  partakers  of  thy  holiness.  We 
would  therefore  be  subject  unto  thee,  saying,  The 
Lord  gave,  and  the  Lord  hath  taken  away; 
blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord.     Amen. 

{Here,  an  address  may  be  made.) 

Let  us  pray. 

And  now  we  follow  to  the  house  appointed  for 
all  living,  the  dust  of  our  dear  brother^  whom 
thou  hast  been  pleased  to  call  out  of  this  sinful 
and  dying  world;  to  commit  his  body  to  the 
grave ;  till  that  great  day  when  earth  and  sea  shall 
give  up  their  dead : 
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Not  sorrowing  as  others  who  have  no  hope ;  but 
believing,  that  as  Jesus  died  and  rose  again,  so 
also  them  that  sleep  in  Jesus  thou  wilt  bring  with 
him ;  that  being  cleansed  from  sin,  and  redeemed 
from  the  bondage  of  death,  they  may  reign  in  im- 
mortal life,  with  Christ  our  Lord,  who  shall  change 
our  vile  body,  that  it  may  be  fashioned  like  unto 
his  glorious  body,  according  to  that  working 
whereby  he  is  able  to  subdue  all  things  unto 
himself.

It  is  of  thy  grace  that  they  fought  the  good 
fight  and  kept  the  faith,  and  have  obtained  the  un- 
fading crown,  being  conquerors,  yea,  more  than 
conquerors,  through  him  that  loved  us. 

We  magnify  thy  name,  O  God,  our  Father  and 
their  Father,  that,  their  trials  and  temptations 
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being  ended,  sickness  and  death  being  passeb, 
with  all  the  dangers  and  miseries  of  this  present

and  communion  forever,  in  thy  kingdom  of 
glory,  where  there  shall  be  no  more  sickness  or 
sighing,  pain,  sorrow,  or  death,  for  the  former 
things  shall  have  passed  away.

And  not  knowing  at  what  hour  the  Lord  shall 
come,  may  we  be  sober  and  watch  unto  prayer, 
daily  meditating  on  mortality,  and  immortality, 
and  giving  all  diligence  to  make  our  calling  and 
election  sure ;  that  when  Christ,  who  is  our  life, 
shall  appear,  we  may  appear  with  him,  and  re- 
ceive that  sentence.  Come,  ye  blessed  of  my 
Father,  inherit  the  kingdom  prepared  for  you 
from  the  foundation  of  the  world. 
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These  things  we  ask,  not  in  our  own  name,  or 
trusting  in  our  own  worthiness,  but  for  thy  mercy's 
sake,  through  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
who  died  for  our  sins,  and  rose  again  for  our 
justification,  and  who  taught  us  thus  to  pray : 

Our  Father,  who  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  thy 
name,  etc.

O  merciful  God,  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  suffer  none  of  us  to  live  without  God  in 
the  world,  not  to  die  without  hope ;  but  constrain 
us  mightily  by  thy  love ;  that  we,  being  renewed 
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by  thy  grace,  and  accepted  through  Christ's  in- 
tercession, may  walk  before  thee  in  newness  of 
life,  and  praise  thee  forever  among  the  assembly 
of  thy  saints,  where  there  shall  be  no  more  death, 
and  sorrow  and  sighing  shall  flee  away ;  which 
things  we  implore  in  the  name  of  him  who  has 
taught  us  to  say : 

Our  Father,  who  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  thy 
name,  etc.

But  wilt  bring  down  high  looks. 

For  thou  wilt  light  my  candle ; 

The  Lord  my  God  will  enlighten  my  darkness. 

For  by  thee  I  have  run  through  a  troop ; 

And  by  my  God  Jiave  I  leaped  over  a  wall. 
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As  for  God,  his  way  is  perfect :  the  word  of  the 
Lord  is  tried ; 

He  is  a  buckler  to  all  tJiose  that  trust  in  him. 

For  who  is  God  save  the  Lord  ? 

Or  who  is  a  rock  save  our  God  f 

It  is  God  that  girdeth  me  with  strength, 

And  7naketh  my  ivay  perfect. 
^   He  maketh  my  feet  like  hinds'  feet, 

And  setteth  me  upon  my  high  places. 

He  teacheth  my  hands  to  war, 

So  that  a  bow  of  steel  is  broken  by  mine  arms. 

Thou  hast  also  given  me  the  shield  of  thy  salvation : 
and  thy  right  hand  hath  holden  me  up, 

And  thy  gentleness  hath  made  me  great.

Moreover  by  them  is  thy  servant  warned :  and  in 
keeping  of  them  there  is  great  reward. 

Who  can  understand  his  errors.^  cleanse  thou  me 
from  secret  faults. 

Keep  back  thy  servant  also  from  presumptuous 
sins ;  let  them  not  have  dominion  over  mo : 

Then  shall  L  he  upright,  and  I  shall  he  innocent  from 
the  great  transgression. 

Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the  meditation  of 
my  heart,  be  acceptable  in  thy  sight, 

0  Lord,  my  strength,  and  my  redeemer.
